NATIONALLY, the teen-trend 
is alarming! Net results in anti- 
social behaviour adds up annually 
to slightly less than two million 
crimes, @n average of one major 
crime committed every 18 seconds 
and with far too high a percentage 
of these being committed by mere 
youngsters. Our nation has over 
five million criminals in the 
making. 160,000 police officers 
are not able to curb this national 
drift. Factually, within the span 
of their lifetime 100,000,000 Amer- 
icans can look forward to being 
victimized. Statistically, at present 
youth trends, more Americans will 
be murdered in the next generation 
than were claimed by enemy fire 
during World War II. By the 
time our present “younger genera- 
tion” has reached adulthood, the 
entire national debt could have 
been paid if the cost of their 
crimes coulg have been diverted 
into the national treasury. In- 
creasingly, the national crime 
problem is a youth problem. 

DOMESTICALLY speaking, the 
trend is tragic! The average home 
knows little or nothing of family

“When I See 
THE BLOOD"

, And the blood shall be to- you for a token upon the 
houses where ye are: and when I see the blood, I will pass 
over you, and the plague shall not be upon you to destroy 
you, when I[ smite the land of Egypt.”—Exod. 12:13. 

“For the Lord will pass through to smite the Egyptians; 
and when he seeth the blood upon the lintel, and on the two 
side posts, the Lord will pass over the door, and will not 


suffer the destroyer to come 
you.” —Exod. 12:23. 


(God sent Moses to Pharaoh, 
king of Egypt, to demand that 
the Hebrew slaves should be re- 
leased, that they might be led to 
Palestine and there found a new 
nation. God said, “Let my peo- 
ple go,” and sent mighty plagues 
and miracles to convince the 
wicked king. The last of the ten 
plagues was the death of _ the 
first-born in every home in Egypt 
where there was not the blood of 
a lamb put upon the door accord- 
ing to instructions. God gave in- 
structions as to how the blood of 
the Passover lamb was to. be 
caught in a basin and then a 
bunch of hyssop was to be dipped 
in the blood and struck upon the 
lintel and the doorposts. And 


God promised that the death an-. 


gel would not enter the house to 
kill the first-born. 

The editor writes this  intro- 
ductory word before the wonder- 
ful sermon by Dr. Troup.) 

Angel Slays First-Born 

The tenth and last of the Egyp- 
tian plagues was a miracle of life 
and death. It was the crowning 
miracle. It touched Pharaoh's 
own household, bowed his heart, 
and broke his will—but only tem- 


porarily. 

God had given specific instruc- 
tions concerning the Passover 
lamb. How extremely rich in 


typical foreshadowing and spirit- 
ual truth is the twelfth chapter 
of Exodus! The lamb must be 
without blemish (the character of 
the Lamb of God was spotless). 
The lamb was a male, taken out 
from the flock, separated (God's 
Lamb separated Himself and was 
alone). The lamb was killed by 
the whole congregation (so was

God’s Lamb). The Passover lamb 
was killed “between the _ eve- 
nings,” that is, between noon and 
night (the Lamb of God died at 
three in the afternoon, at the 
very time appointed, thus fulfill- 
ing the Scriptures). 

The shedding of the blood and 
its application is the prominent 
thing in the Passover. ‘“‘Pesach’”’ 
means “to pass through” or ‘to 
pass over.” God passed through 
Egypt in judgment; Israel and 
Egypt alike were guilty and 
judgment would fall upon both 
except where the God-provided 
remedy was applied. God pro- 


vided a sacrifice, a shed-blood 
sheiter; and a complete deliver- 
ance. 


“When I see the blood, I 
will pass over you.” 


I. The Source of Israel’s Se- 
cure and Solid Shelter in 
That Awful Night of Death 
and Judgment was in the 
Blood of the Lamb Shed 
and Applied. 

No doubt there were Israelitish 
skeptics and even infidels’ in 
Egypt, some who thought “old 
man” Moses had a serious hallu- 
cination. At any rate, they 
thought a person must be careful 
@bout appearing too fanatical 
and cranky! 

What God Saw in Egypt 


Come with me. This is Pass- 
over night in Egypt. The angel 
of death is allowing us to go with 
him on that fateful journey 
through some of the villages and 
out in the countryside of Egypt 
to get firsthand information re- 
garding the reactions to instruc- 
tions of God through Moses for 
the Passover. 

Look! there is a beautiful white 
ribbon on the door of that home, 
tied into an _ attractive bow. 
Knock! Knock! and the man of 
the house opens the door. “Sir, 
what is the meaning of the white 
ribbon on your door?” He replies, 
“Well, that man Moses says that 
the death angel will pass through 
Egypt tonight and slay the first- 
born in every home where there 
iz no blood upon the door posts 
and lintel but I have my own 
ideas about religion. I have no 
use for this slaughterhouse busi- 
ness. I believe in purity and be- 
lieve that since I have lived a 
clean, pure life, God will do the 
right thing by me and spare my 
Bon.” 

Yes, God, too, believes in pur- 
ity. He says, “Blessed are the 
pure in heart: for they shall see 
God” (Matt. 5:8). Also, “Who 
shall ascend into the hill of the 
Lord? or who shall stand in his 
holy place? He that hath clean 
hands and a pure heart” (Psa. 24: 
3, 4). But God knows that there 
can be no salvation on account of 
purity for there can be no pur- 
ity of heart and life without the 
Shed blood; for “The heart is de- 
ceitful above all things, and des- 
perately wicked: who can know 
it? I, the Lord, search. the 
heart” (Jer. 17:9, 10). “The car- 
nal mind is enmity against God: 
for it is not subject to the law of 
God, neither indeed can be” 
(Rom. 8:7). 

And so, before the night pass- 
es, while the white ribbon still 
hangs on the door outside, there 
is death of the first-born on the 
inside. 

We pass on and come to an- 
other home where we find a 
piece of papyrus on the door. We 
go closer and read. The house- 
holder has written down his creed, 
has enumerated his good deeds 
and has clearly traced his pedi- 
gree. The angel looks on the 
doorposts and lintel, shakes his 
head and solemnly says, “I see 
no blood’; he enters and the first- 
born is slain. ‘‘Not by works of 
righteousness which we have 
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done, but according to his mercy 


he saved us” (Titus 3:5). “Not of 
works, lest any man _ should 
boast” (Eph. 2:9). 


At a suburban home the angel 
pauses and turns in. He searches 
in vain for blood upon the door, 
not a drop can be found. This 
father is a despiser. He dislikes 
being saved by the death of an- 
other. He has despised the nine 
former warnings of God. The end 
of God's patience has come. “Ye 
would not come to me that ye 
might have life.” He has said, 
“I will ignore the warning, I will 
do nothing about it.” The angel 
enters the rebel’s house and the 
only son dies. Oh, that this 
father had learned that 


“There is power, power, won- 
der working power, 

In the precious blood of the 
Lamb.” 


“He that despised Moses’ law 
died without mercy” (Heb. 10:28). 

We approach another home and 
find a lamb tied to the door. It 
is a male of the first year and 
without blemish; it has been sep- 
arated from the flock for four 
days. It meets every specifica- 
tion of God’s passover lamb—only, 
it is alive. God says, “Without 
shedding of blood is no remis- 
sion” (Heb. 9:22); the author 
of Christian Science says, “The 
blood of Jesus Christ was of no 
more avail when it was shed upon 
the cursed tree, than when it was 
flowing through His veins in 
daily life.” Which will you be- 
lieve, Mrs. Eddy or God? The 
master of the house says, ‘Here 
is God’s lamb, clean, without 
blemish, and alive; surely this is 
better than the vulgar,  blood- 
bespattered posts”; but God says, 
“When I see the blood, I will pass 
over you.” The yearling lamb 
lives but the first-born son dies. 


We must hurry on, the night is 
being fast spent. What is this? 
A dead pet. It is a pitiful sight 
and the children within are still 
sobbing because father killed their 
only pet lamb. Again as the an- 
gel scans the doorway, he gravely 
enters the cottage. This home 
experiences a dead lamb on the 
doodstep and a dead son in the 
bed chamber. “When I see the 
blood, I will pass over you.” 
“There is a way that seemeth 
right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of death” 
(Pro. 16:25). 

Again we pause at a beautiful 
palace to examine the doorway. 
A perfect lamb has been killed, 
its blood was caught in a basin 
which stands on the doorstep, 
and a bunch of hyssop lies be- 
side it. This Israelite does not 
want to soil his beautiful door 
and feels in his heart that God 
surely will be satisfied with his 


blood and hyssop offering. The 


angel sees the basin of blood— 
but, it is not applied! “My 
thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my way5S, 
saith the Lord” (Isa. 55:8). God 
said they should put it above and 
on each side of the door to indi- 
cate that they were covered by 
it. This man said, “My way is 
just as good,” and death is found 
even in that home. 
Is The Blood Applied? 

There is a legend that in Egypt 
on the night when the blood was 
to be applied, a young Jewish gir! 
—the first-born of the family— 
was so troubled that she could 
not sleep. ‘“‘Father,” she anx- 
iously inquired, “are you sure that 
the blood is there?” He replied 
that he had ordered it to be

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low the Bible command and ex- 
ample to pray for revival are 
really praying for the fullness of 
the Spirit to come upon God's 
people. Second Chronicles 7:14 
teaches people to pray for revival. 
Habakkuk prayed, ‘‘O Lord, revive 
thy work in the midst of the 
years” (Hab. 3:2). The Psalmist 
cried out, “Wilt thou not revive 
us again: that thy people may re- 
joice in Thee?” (Psa. 85-6). The 
only way God can answer prayer 
for revival is to fill His people 
with the Holy Spirit. Thus He 
enables preachers to preach, en- 
ables parents, teachers and friends 
to do effective soul winning. Only 
by the fullness of the Holy Spirit 
can any Christian do the _ soul- 
saving work that is done in a 
revival. And all who long for 
the salvation of sinners are long- 
ing for something that can only 
come as God’s people are filled 
with the Spirit and thus are en- 
abled and empowered to carry 
the gospel and witness effectively 

The blessed Holy Spirit Him- 
self seems to teach people this 
lesson. The  ultradispensation- 
alists, the followers of Darby and 
ethers, have builded a_ theology 
that discourages prayer for the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit, that 
discourages a hope for a repeti- 
tion of such anointings and bap- 
tisms of the Spirit as occurred in 
Bible times. Yet new converts 
come along and, led of the Spirit, 
ignorant of man-made theology, 
pray to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit! Our seminaries pour out 
men who are taught to play 
down the enduement of power 
from on high and to minimize any 
teaching of waiting upon God for 
the fullness of the Spirit. Yet 
the song writers, led of the Spirit, 
keep on writing great songs which 
are prayers for the coming of 
the Spirit. Among famous hymns 
I think of, “Come, Holy Spirit, 
Heavenly Dove”; “Spirit of God, 
Descend Upon My Heart”; “Holy 
Ghost, with Light Divine”; “Holy 
Spirit, Faithful Guide’: “Holy 
Spirit, From on High.” These are 
not all prayer-songs for Holy 
Spirit power in witnessing, but 
they are all prayers to the Holy 
Spirit. And there are many, 
many songs written by Spirit- 
filled men which do plead for the 
Holy Spirit’s. power in soul win- 


ning. “Pentecostal Power” by 
Homer and Gabriel has been 
blessed to thousands. 

Bathurst and Towner’ wrote 


“The Old-Time §Fire’”’ 
pleads, 


which 


Oh, for that flame of living 
fire 

Which shone so bright in 
saints of old; 


for the power of Elijah, 


And while to Thee our hearts 
we raise, 
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Prayer tor

On us, Thy Holy Spirit pour! 


Another song, “Fill Me Now,” 
by E. H. Stokes and John R. 
Sweney: 


Hover o’er me, Holy Spirit, 
Bathe my trembling heart 
and brow;

Come, O come, and fill me 
now. 


And again, 


. eternal Spirit, 


Fill with pow’r, and fill me 
now. 
Paul Rader’s famous hymn, 
“Old-Time Power,” teaches peo- 


ple to sing the prayer, 


Spirit .now melt and move 
All of our hearts with 
love, 
Breathe on us from above 
With old-time power. 


Is it any accident that Spirit- 
filled song writers like Fanny 
Crosby, Peter Billhorn, B. B. Mc- 
Kinney, Paul Rader, A. B. Simp- 
son, Oswald J. Smith and others 
like them have felt moved of God 
to write songs which are inspired 
prayers pleading for the power 
of the Holy Spirit? 

I live in a region where it is 
the popular fad, these recent dec- 
ades, to teach that any prayer 
for the fullness of the Spirit is 
fanaticism, that Pentecost can 
never be repeated, that every 
Christian has all of the Holy 
Spirit there is for him, and that 
Christians are simply to believe 
that they are filled with the Spirit 
and they are. But in this same 
area, among these good Chris- 
tions with the ultradispensation- 
al tinge and bent to their theol- 
ogy, there ever recurs again and 
again this theme in songs and 
choruses which move the hearts 
of people to pray for Holy Spirit 
power. The chorus arranged and 
popularized in America by my 
friend, Rev. Daniel Iverson, “Spirit 
of the living God, fall afresh on 
me,” has been used all over this 
country with great blessing to 
Christians as they prayed for the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit, despite 
their ultradispensational theol- 
ogy! The old song, “O Lord, 
Send the Power Just now!” Harry 
B. Clarke’s chorus, “Breathe on 
me!’ and many others have been 
most helpful. 


The simple truth is that spirit- 
vally-minded Christians are mov- 
ed and taught by the Holy Spirit 
to pray for His fullness and pow- 
er, and to wait on Him for His 
pouring out upon them as a mir- 
aculous enduement of power for 
witnessing! Indeed, Bible, Chris- 
tians do believe in praying for the 
Holy Spirit. 

In the former chapter we said 
that wholehearted obedience to 
the soul-winning program of 
Christ is a condition of being 
filled with the Holy Spirit. But 
this chapter is to show that those 
who are to be filled with the 
Spirit must also seek God’s face 
with prevailing prayer. Obedience 
and prayer are the two great con- 
ditions that cover all the require- 
ments for those who would be 
filled with the Holy Spirit. 

Now I should like to show you, 
first, that the fullness of the 
Spirit is plainly promised in the 
Bible to those who prevail in 
prayer; second, that there are 
many Bible examples of Chris- 
tians who were filled with the 


prayers; and, third, that’ there 
are Bible examples of people fill- 
ed with the Holy Spirit because 
others prayed. 


1. The Fullness of The Spirit 
Plainly Promised in Answer 
to Prayer 
1. Jesus Said in Luke 11:13, “How 
Much More Shall Your Heav- 
enly Father Give the Holy 
Spirit to Them That 
Ask Him?” 

Here is a plain statement that 
God gives the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask Him. 

It is always a sad thing when 
anybody’s theology leads him to 
discount or practically throw 
away any of the promises in the 


Bible. Unfortunately that is

what has happened with many 
people to this blessed verse in 
Luke 11:13. A certain group of 
ultradispensational tendencies, 
have influenced some to believe 
that Luke 11:13 is out of date, 
that that promise no longer holds 
good for Christians. And the 
notes in the Scofield Bible, un- 
fortunately, have béen inflhfenced 
by this ultradispensational ten- 
dency taught by Darby and oth- 
ers. The Scofield Reference Bible 
is the best reference Bible in the 
world. I use it constantly. It 
has blessed thousands. But on 
this matter it is wrong. 

In a note on this verse, this 
great reference Bible Says: 

“It is evident that none of the 
disciples, with the possible ex- 
ception of Mary of Bethany, ask-

ed for the Spirit in the faith of 
this promise. It was a new and 
staggering thing to a Jew that, 
in advance of the fulfilment of 
Joel 2:28, 29, all might receive 
the Spirit. Mary alone of the 
disciples understood Christ's re- 
peated declaration concerning His 
own death and resurrection (John 
12:3-7). Save Mary, not one of 
the disciples but Peter, and he 
only in the great confession (Matt. 
16:17) manifested a spark of spir- 
itual intelligence till after the 
resurrection of Christ and the im- 
partation of the Spirit (John 20: 
22; Acts 2:1-4). To go back to the 
promise of Luke 11:13, is tg for- 
get Pentecost, and to ignore the} 
truth that now every believer has 
the indwelling Spirit (Rom. 8:9, 
15; I Cor. 6:19; Gal. 4:6; 1 John 
2:20, 27). 


Note the following mistakes in 
the above passage: (a) The 
Scripture does not say a word 
about Mary of Bethany being 
filled with the Spirit. The note 
here is mistaken. (b) Dr. Sco- 
field forgot or ignored entirely 
the fact that John. the. Baptist 

was “filled with ‘the Holy Ghost,” 
that Elizabeth-and Zacharias were 
“filled with the Holy Ghost,” and 
that the Spirit came upon David, 
came mightily upon Samson, and 
that Bezaleel was “filled with 
the Spirit of God.” Blinded by 
his  ultradispensational cConcep- 
tion, acquired late in life, that Pen- 
tecost was an entirely new thing 
never heard .of before, the origin 
of the church, and that Pentecost 
simply marked the beginning of a 
new dispensation, Dr. Scofield en- 
tirely missed the point that Jesus 
made in Luke 11:13. (ce) De. 
Scofield says, “To go back to the 
promise of Luke 11:13, is to for- 
get Pentecost, and to ignore the 
truth that now every believer has 
the indwelling Spirit ...” Here 
Dr. Scofield shows that he thinks 
Jesus in Luke 11:13 was speak- 
ing about the indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit, which is certainly not 
what Jesus had in mind. It is 
certain that no one was ever 
taught to pray for the indwelling 
of the Holy Spirit. That happens 


*sautomatically for Christians now 


when they are saved. It did not 
happen at all in Old Testament 
times. But Jesus was promising 
the fullness of the Spirit, soul- 
winning power to those who would 
ask the Father, 


Let us study the context of 
Luke 11:13 very carefully. It 
will pay you to read very cCare- 
fully again and study the first 
thirteen verses of that chapter, 
and so I give them here. 


“And it came to pass, that, as 
he was praying in a certain place, 
when he ceased, one of his disci- 
ples said unto him, Lord, teach us 
to pray, as John also taught his 
disciples. And he said unto them, 
When ye pray, say, Our Father 
which art in heaven, Hallowed be 
thy name. Thy kingdom come, 
Thy will be done, as in heaven, 
so in earth. Give us day by day 
our daily bread. And forgive us 
our sins; for we also forgive every 
one that is indebted to us. And 
lead us not into temptation; but 
deliver us from evil. And he said 
unto them, Which of you shall 
have a friend, and shall go unto 
him at midnight, and say unto 
him, Friend, lend me three loaves; 
For a friend of mine in his jour- 
ney is come to me, and I have 
nothing ‘to set before him? And 
he from within shall answer and 
say, Trouble me not: the door is 
now shut, and my children are 
with me in bed; I cannot rise and 
give thee. I say unto you, Though 
he will not rise and give him, be- 
cause he is his friend, yet because 
of his importunity he will rise and 
give him as many as he needeth. 
And I say unto you, Ask, and it

Spirit ‘to them that ask him?”’— 
Luke 11:1-13. 

Now notice the following clear 
truths about the teaching ‘of Je- 
sus in the above passage: 


(a) It is all one lesson on 
prayer, given at one time by the 
Saviour, Jesus was simply an- 
Swering the request, “Lord, teach 
us to pray.” 

(b) That means that if any 
part of this passage is out of 
date, all of it is out of date. For 
this reason many ultradispensa- 
tionalists have argued that the 
Lord's Prayer does not belong to 
this “dispensation” at all! But I 
maintain, and certainly nineteen 
out of twenty of, all the great 
Bible commentators will agree, 
that this model prayer is for all 
Christians who can honestly say, 
“Our Father which art in heav- 
en.” And every Christian has a 
right to pray that God's name 
will be hallowed, that the king- 
dom will come and His will be 
done in earth as it is now done 
in heaven. Every Christian has 
a right to pray for daily bread, 
for forgiveness and cleansing of 
sins; that God will lead us away 
from temptation and deliver us 
from the evil one. But if the 
model prayer is for Christians, 
then the rest of the same passage, 
given from the lips of the Sav- 
iour at the same time, must be 
for us today also. 


(c) It is important to note that 
from verse 5 to 13 the Lord is 
speaking about intercessory pray- 
er, about getting the bread of life 
for sinners. Jesus, in this lesson 
on prayer, telis of one friend who 
goes to another’s house at mid- 
night, saying, “Friend, lend me 
three loaves; For a friend of mine 
in his journey is come to me, and 
I have nothing to set before him.” 
The only adaquate interpretation 
of this parable is that it repre- 
sents a Christian coming to God, 
the great Friend who has _ all 
power, and pleading that He will 
give the Christian the bread of 
life for sinners for whom we are 
responsible, whom we could not 
win in our own strength and 
power. It is plainly a prayer 
that God will enable us to carry 
the bread of life to sinners. 

(d) In verse 13, then, the Sav- 
iour plainly says that this power 
to carry the saving bread of life 
to others is simply the fullness 
of the Holy Spirit, and we are to 
ask our heavenly Father to give 
us the Holy Spirit, in His power. 
We already have the Holy Spirit 
dwelling in our bodies but many 
Christians do not have His full- 
nes, His anointing, His endue- 
ment, His supernatural manifes- 
tation. in soul-winning power. 
And Christians should pray for 
the Holy Spirit in this sense, ac- 
cording to the clear command of 
Jesus Christ in Luke 11:13. 

In the fifty-first Psalm, David 
promised that if God would ‘take 
not thy holy spirit from me,’ then 


he would teach transgressors 
God’s way and sinners would be 
converted. And here, with the 


Same meaning, Jesus teaches us 
to pray for this fullmess of the 
Holy Spirit, that is, for the Holy 
Spiirt to come upon us in power 
so we may carry the bread of 
life to sinners. And that kind of 
a prayer would have beén perfect- 
ly proper in the Old Testament 
times, or during the ministry of 
Jesus Christ, or after Pentecost, 
or in this twentieth century. 
There never was but one way for 
sinners to be saved. And that 
way is by faith in the Saviour. 
But the only way God has of 
winning men in Old Testament 
times or New Testament times is 
for God's Spirit-filled people to be 
witnesses. Psalm 126:5, 6, urging 
Christians to go and weep and 
carry the precious seed of the 
Word of God, speaks of the same 
duty and power and result as 
Jesus referred to in the Great 
Commission! 

“To go back to this promise of 
Luke 11:13, is to forget Pente- 
cost...” says Dr. Scofield. And 
others push away lightly this 
tremendous promise, saying, “Oh, 
but that was before Pentecost!” 
But let me show you how foolish 
it is to ignore this great promise 


of God because it was given be- 
fore Pentecost. 


First, the promise given here 
by the Lord Jesus is exactly the 
same promise which He gave to 
the same disciples again just be- 
fore Pentecost. In Luke 24:49 He 
said, “ ... but tarry ye in the 
city of Jerusalem, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high.” 
And in Acts 1:4 we are told that 
Jesus commanded the disciples 
“that they should not depart from 
Jerusalem, but wait for the 
promise of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of me.” 
And this same promise of Luke 
11:13 surely is what Jesus had in 
mind when He commanded the 
disciples, “Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost” and told them that as the 
Father had sent Him, he would 
send the disciples. To regard 
the promise of Luke 11:13, 
“ . ++ how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him?” as 
an isolated instance, a promise 
never repeated, a promise now 
out of date, is foolish in view of 
other like promises. 


Second, the idea that praying 
for the Holy Spirit is out of date 
because the promise of Jesus in 
Luke 11:13 was given before 
Pentecost is made ridiculous by a 
simple fact. That fact is that 
this promise was not even written 
down till long after Pentecost! 
The Scofield Bible, for example, 
says, “The date of Luke falls be- 
tween A. D. 63 and 68.” About 
the book of Acts, written by the 
same divinely-inspired man, the 
Scofield Bible says, “The Acts 
concludes with the account of 
Paul's earliest ministry in Rome, 
A. D. 65, and appears to have 
been written at or near that 
time.” So our best authorities 
agree that the book of Luke was 
written at least thirty years after 
Pentecost! In fact, it was writ- 
ten about the same time as the 
book of Acts. How silly it is to 
suppose that the Holy Spirit of 
God put down this wonderful 
promise, “ ... how much more 
shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him?” when the promise had been 
out of date thirty years when the 


Holy Spirit had it written down! 
I do not believe it! It offends a 
Spiritual mind, it is inconsistent 
with the plan of God in writing 
the Scripture. Any simple-heart- 
ed Christian who, upon reading 
the blessed promise of Jesus in 
Luke chapter 11, should plead with 
the Father for bread for sinners, 
should earnestly wait on God to 
be endued with power. from on 
high because he found the prom- 
ise here in the Bible, would have 

a right to feel that God was 

trifling with him, if God should 

take the side of the ultradispensa- 
tionalists and laugh at him and 

Say that the promises were good 

long ago, but that they were only 

written down thirty years too late 
to do anybody any good! I do not 
believe it. The rest of the Bible 
does not bear it out. There is not 
one statement in the Bible any- 
where to indicate that this bless- 
ed promise is out of date. And 
we are wrong to follow those who 
chop up the Bible and throw most 
of the pieces away and make 
most of the promises out of date. 

Third, I can _ ~prove,§ and 
will prove a little further on, that 
the promise that the Father will 
give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask Him is not out of date because 
this side of Pentecost a number of 
times we have clear examples of 

Christians doing exactly what this 

promise encourages them to dao, 

that is, praying for the Holy 

Spirit and receiving His fullness 

and power. 

2. In Luke 24:49 and in Acts 1:4 
Jesus Commanded the Disci- 
ples to Pray for the Holy 

Spirit in His Fullness 


Before Jesus went away He 
commanded the disciples to tarry 
at Jerusalem for the power of the 
Enoly Spirit. Here are His words: 

. »« . but tarry ye in the city 
of Jerusalem, until ye be endued 
with power from on high.”—Luke 
24:49. 


“And, being assembled togeth- 
er with them, commanded them 
that they should not depart from 
Jerusalem, but ‘wait for the prom- 
ise of the Father, which, saith 
he, ye have heard of me. For 


Holy Ghost not many days hence,” 
Acts 1:4, 5. 


One of the Scriptures quoted 
above commanded the disciples to 
“tarry” in the city of Jerusalem 
for the Holy Spirit's power. The 
other verse commanded them to 
“wait” for the promised baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. But I maim 
tain that these two words, “tar- 
ry” and “wait,” in this case mean 
that they were to pray for the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit. The 
reason I know that is what Jesus 
meant is that that is exactly 
what the disciples who heard Him 
understood Him to mean. Turn 
to Acts 1:14 where we are told 
of the Apostles, “These all con- 
tinued with one accord in prayer 
and supplication, with the women, 
and Mary the mother of Jesus 
and with his brethren.” 


How did the disciples fulfill 
the command to “tarry,” to 
“wait” for the coming of the Holy 
Spirit’s power upon them? They 
obeyed by continuing steadfastly 
in prayer and supplication. They 
understood that Jesus meant for 
them to pray, and pray they did, 
even with supplications. 

You see it was not hard for 
them to understand what Jesus 
wanted them to do. For He had 
already given them the promise 
that the heavenly Father would 
give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask Him. In fact, Jesus had 
plainly told them that when He, 
the bridegroom, was taken away, 
then the disciples would not only 
pray, but fast (Mark 2:20). So, 
when Jesus commanded them to 
wait in Jerusalem and tarry until 
they were endued with power from 
on high, the disciples knew that 
He meant them to continue in 
prayer and supplication and even 
with fasting. And that is ex- 
actly what they did. No Christian 
has a right to say that he knows 
better what Jesus meant by His 
command than these disciples who 
heard Him and waited in the upper 
room until they were endued with 
power from on high. 

“But,” someone says, “Pente- 
cost would have come, and with 
it the birth of the church and the

even if the disciples had _ not 
prayed.” 
In answer to that we may say 


three things. First, we cannot be 
very sure that the feasts. in 
Levitious 23:9-32 picture the resur- 
rection of Christ and the coming 
of the Holy Spirit at Pentecost. 
We know that Pentecost itself was 
the holiday fifty days after the 
offering of the wave sheaf. But 
if the wave sheaf pictured the 
resurrection of Christ because the 
term “firstfruits” is mentioned, 
as in I Corinthians 15:23, then the 
Feast of Pentecost may well mean 
the same thing because the same 
term, “firstfruits,” is also used 
of the wave loaves which were 
offered at that time. (Compare 
Ley. 23:10 with Lev. 23:19). It 
is quite certain that the Bible 
itself never mentions that Pente- 
cost is the time of the founding 
of the church; or that Pentecost, 
(the Feast of Weeks or of the 
wave loaves) pictured the coming 
of the Holy Spirit to form the 
church, That teaching of Ply- 
mouth Brethren is not borne out 
by many of the best commentaries, 
For example, Jamieson, Fausset 
and Brown and Matthew Henry do 
mot teach it, nor’do many others 
of the best. So it is foolish to 
found a doctrine on our under- 
standing of a type where there is 
no clear statement of the Word of 
God. There is no Bible teaching 
that the church began at Pente- 
cost, and we cannot be sure that 
the Holy Spirit would have come 
in power at Pentecost even if the 
disciples had not prayed. It is 
certain that Jesus, talking to the 
disciples, did not tell them when 
the Holy Spirit would come. He 
did not say, “Tarry until Pente- 
cost.” He said simply, “Tarry ye 
in ... Jerusalem until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high.” 

Second, even if God hag planned 
to give the Holy Spirt at Pente- 
cost, as I think He did, it would 
not be because He must have the 
fullness of the Spirit come upon 
the waiting disciples on _ the 
Jewish feast day. I think, as 
many of the best commentators 
do, that at Pentecost the city 
would be crowded with people 
who ought to hear the gospel, and 
then would be the proper time for 
the Christians to be filled with the 
Spirit ang sent out to witness as 
Jesus had commanded them to 
do. When “there were... Jews, 
devout men, out of every nation 
under heaven” temporarily dwel- 
ling at Jerusalem for the feast of 
Pentecost, it was a good time for 
Christians to have their great 
revival and their beginning of the 
fulfillment of the Great Com- 
mission in carrying the gospel to 
every creature. 

But we know that the principal 
thing in the mind of the Lord 
Jesus was that His disciples should 
have power to witness for Him 
and shoulg carry the gospel] to 
ginners. The Bible leaves no pos- 
sibility of doubt on that score. He 
gaid nothing about Pentecost being 
a type that must be fulfilled. And 
the Lord Jesus did so often speak 
of the fulfilling of Scriptures, it 
is remarkable that He did not say 
go here if that was what He had 
in mind. We do well not to set 
other reasons when the Lord Jesus 
has plainly given us the reasons 
why the disciples were to wait 
and pray. They were to tarry to 
be filled with power, 

Third, even if *the Lord Jesus 
had planned to fill His disciples 
at Pentecost, that would not 
mean that they should not pray 
for this power and wait before 
God. Cannot God move the hearts 
of His people to be prepared for 
the blessing He intends to bestow ? 
If Gog is to bring a great revival 
on your city at a certain time, 
you may be sure that He intends 
before that to lay on the hearts 
of many to pray and seek His face. 
When God gives the blessing which 
He plans, He will have fitted all 
the elements together so that He 
pill reward those who seek Him 
and that those who do not seek 
His blessing will not find it. It 
is always wrong to put God‘s 
povereign grace over against 
buman will and obedience. It is 


- 


wrong to suppose that men can, 
of themselves, be saved without 
God's election and God’s choosing. 
It is equally wrong to suppose 
that God will save people who do 
not seek Him and who do not 
repent. Just So you may be sure 
that when the great revival at 
Pentecost came, it came because 
God's people worked with God’s 
plan and God's people paid God's 
price for the blessing that He in- 
tendegq to give. If God had 
planned ahead of time to give His 
power only on the precise date of 
Pentecost (which is nowhere de- 
clared in the Bible), then you may 
be sure that He laid a burden on 
these waiting disciples and made 
them willing to wait upon Him 
and call upon Him. So the blessing 
came of God’s choice on the one 
hand, ang because men pleaded 
and waited for it on the other. 
God never makes people have a 
revival who do not want one. 
God does not make a soul winner 
out of one who is not willing to be 
a soul winner. God does not fill 
with the Spirit those who do not 
seek to be filled with the Spirit. 


II. Many Bible Christians 
Were Filled With the 
Spirit Because They 
Prayed 
Fortunately honest seeking 
hearts do not have to quarrel 
about whether the promise that 
God will give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask Him is for all ages, 
or not. We have Bible examples, 
many of them, of people who 
prayed ang as a result of their 
prayers were filled with the Holy 
Spirit. These examples range 
from Old Testament to the life 
of Christ and to Pentecost and 
then following Pentecost. And 
these examples prove that. the 
promise is for all ages. Those 
who want to be filled with the 
Spirit of God may do so if they 
earnestly prevail in prayer for 

this power. 
1. Elisha Filled With the Spirit 
in Answer to Prayer 


The second chapter of II Kings 
tells of the translation of Elijah 
and of how Elisha, the servant of 
the elder prophet, prayed and 
waited until he himself should 
have this same power of the Holy 
Spirit which rested upon Elijah. 
Any Christian may read it and 
meditate upon it with great 
blessing. 


But first it is well to remember 
that Elijah was filled with the 
Holy Spirit in the New Testament 
fashion. This is clearly taught in 
Luke 1:15-17. There we are told 
that John the Baptist should “be 
filled with the Holy Ghost” and 
turn many of the children of 
Israel to the Lord their God, The 
term, “filleqg with the Holy Ghost,” 
is the same term, exactly, as that 
used in Acts 2:4 about Pentecost. 
It is the same term as used in 
Acts 4:31 about the disciples, and 
in Acts 9:17 about the Apostle 
Paul. It is almost exactly the 
same words as the command to 
us in Ephesians 5:18, “be filled 
with the Spirit.” But what John 
the Baptist had when he was 
“filled with the Holy Ghost” was 
exactly what Elijah had! For 
verse 17, following, says, “And he 
shall go before him in the spirit 
and power of Elias...”. John the 
Baptist, as the forerunner of 
Jesus, had upon him the Spirit and 
the power of Elijah. John who 
turneg many of the children of 
Israel to the Lord his God, as we 
are told, had this same Spirit and 
power that Elijah had! Elijah 
was filled with the Holy Spirit in 
the New Testament manner, He 
had the same power the disciples 
received at Pentecost. The same 
Bible term is used about it. With 
that in mind, let us study how 
Elisha, too, was filled with the 
power of God as Elijah was. 
Elisha in the Old Testament and 
John the Baptist in the New 
Testament were both filled with 
the Spirit after the pattern of 
Elijah, 

Now read II Kings 2:1-15: 

“And it came to pass, when the 
Lord would take up Elijah into 
heaven by a whirlwind, that Eli- 
jah went with Elisha from Giilgal. 
And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry 
here, I pray thee; for the Lord 
hath sent me to Bethel. And Elisha 


said unto him, As the Lord liveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. So they went down 
to Bethel. And the sons of the 
prophets that were at Bethel came 
forth to Elisha, and said unto him, 
Knowest thou that the Lord will 
take away thy master from thy 
head today? And he said, Yea, 
I know it; hold ye your peace. 
And Elizah said unto him, Elisha, 
tarry here, I pray thee; for the 
Lord hath sent me to Jericho. And 
he said, As the Lord liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave 
thee. So they came to Jericho. And 
the sons of the prophets that were 
at Jericho came to Elisha, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the Lord will take away thy mas- 
ter from thy head today? And 
he answered, Yea, I know it; hold 
ye your peace. And Elijah said 
unto him, Tarry, I pray thee, 
here; for the Lord hath sent me 
to Jordan. And he said, As the 
Lord liveth, and as thy soul liv- 
eth, I will not leave thee. And they 
two went on. And fifty men of 
the sons of the prophets went, and 
stood to view afar off: and they two 
stood by Jordan. And Elijah took 
his mantle, and wrapped it togeth- 
er and smote the waters, and they 
were divided hither and thither, 
so that they two went over on dry 
ground. And it came to pass, 
when they were gone over, that 
Elijah said unto Elisha, Ask what 
I shall do for thee before I be 
taken from thee. And Elisha said, 
I pray thee, let a double portion 
of thy spirit be upon me. And he 
said, Thou has asked a hard thing: 
nevertheless, if thou see me when 
I am taken from thee, it shall be 
so unto thee; but if not, it shall 
not be so. And it came to pass, 
as they still went on, and talked, 
that, behold, there appeared a 
chariot of fire, and horses of fire, 
and parted them both asunder; and 
Elijah went up by a whirlwind into 
heaven. And Elisha saw it, and 
he cried, My father, my father, 
the chariot of Israel, and the 
horsemen thereof. And he saw him 
no more: and he took hold of his 
own clothes, and rent them in two 
pieces. He took up also the man- 
tle of Elijah that fell from him, 
and went back, and stood by the 
bank of Jordan; and he took the 
mantle of Elijah that fell from 
him, and smote the waters, and 
said, Where is the Lord God of 


Elijah? and when he also had 
smitten the waters, they parted 
hither and thither: and Elisha 


went over. And when the sons of 
the prophets which were to view 
at Jericho saw him, they said, The 
Spirit of Elijah doth rest on 
Elisha. And they came to meet 
him, and bowed themselves to the 
ground before hem.” 


In this remarkable story note 
the following truths: 

(a) Elisha made his request 
in these words, “I pray thee, let 
a double portion of thy spirit be 
upon me.” This prayer, though 
uttered to Elijah, was certainly 
a prayer to God. And God heard 
and answered. 

(b) The persistence of Elisha 
in replying again ang again, “As 
the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee,”’ shows 
that he was determined and that 
he waited on God continually for 
this blessing, a double portion of 
the Spirit of God which rested on 
Elijah, 

(c) Elisha got the blessing he 
requested. The mantle of Elijah 
was only a symbol of the mighty 
power of God which was upon 
him. 

The miracle-working manifesta- 
tion of the Holy Spirit came upon 
Elisha as it has been upon Elijah. 
Remember that the ministry gifts 
are simply the manifestation of 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit. 
And even the sons of the prophets 
said, “The spirit of Elijah doth 
rest on Elisha” (v. 15). It is 
very, very significant that Elisha 
asked for ‘“‘a double portion” of the 
Spirit that rested on Elijah, and 
that while we have eight recorded 
major miracles by Elijah, there 
were sixteen recorded major 
miracles by Elisha! The list is 
given in full in my book, Prayer, 
Asking and Receiving. 

Here we have a_ remarkable 
instance of the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit which came in answer 
to a man’s prayer. 

2. The Power of Pentecost 

Came in Answer to Prayer 

Let us remind you again of Acts 
1:14 which tells what brought the 
blessing of Pentecost. “These all 
continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication, with the 
women, and Mary the mother of 
Jesus, and with his brethren.” 

38. After Pentecost This Same 
Group Prayed and Again 
“Were All Filled with 
the Holy Ghost” 

Many people believe that up 


until Pentecost it was all right 
for Christians to pray for the 
fullness of the Spirit, but that 
after Pentecost, since all Chris- 
tians have the Holy Spirit, that 
it would be needless and out of 
order to pray for the Holy Spirit. 
However, the same group of dis- 
ciples and perhaps many of the 
new converts, after Pentecost 
prayed again, and again were 
filled with the Holy Spirit. This 
is recorded in Acts 4:31 as fol- 
lows: “And when they had prayed, 
the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together; and they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word 
of God with boldness.” It is im- 
portant to notice that in Acts 2:4, 
speaking of the power which came 
at Pentecost, and in Acts 4:31, 
speaking of the blessing which 
came later to the same group, the 
same nine words are used. Check 
these nine words in the two 
verses: “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost.” Before 
Pentecost they prayed and were 
all filleq with the Holy Ghost. 
After Pentecost they prayed again 
and were all filled with the. Holy 
Ghost! So, beyond any perad- 
venture of a doubt, after Pente- 
cost was over ang gone, it was 
still proper for people to pray 


and to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit as a result of prayer. 
If you will study the prayer 


which brought the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit in Acts 4:31 you will 
see that Christians prayed, “And 
now Lord... grant unto thy 
servants, that with all boldness 
they may speak thy word, By 
stretching forth thine hand to heal; 
and that signs and wonders may 
be done by the name of thy holy 
chilg Jesus” vss. 29, 30). The 
boldness they sought, the miracles 
and signs and wonders which they 
begged for could come only as the 
ministry gifts, the manifestations 
of the fullness of the Holy Spirit. 
You may be sure that they knew 
for what they prayed. They 
prayed to be filled with the Holy 
Ghost and they were filled with 
the Holy Ghost. They prayed for 
the same blessing that they had 
prayeq for before Pentecost and 
received on that day. They prayed 
again and they received the same 
blessing. And so it is proper for 
Christians to pray for the power 
of the Holy Spirit since Pente- 
cost. 


4. Saul, Later Called Pau] the 
Apostle, Was Filled With the 
Holy Spirit After Three Days 

of Fasting and Prayer 


In the ninth chapter of Acts 
is the marvelous story of the 
conversion of Saul. He was on his 
road down to Damascus breathing 
out threatenings and slaughter, in- 


tending to seize Christians ang to 
bring them bound, both men and 
women, to Jerusalem for trial and 
perhaps for stoning. But a light 
from Heaven shone round about 
him and he fell to the earth and 
heard the voice of the Lord Jesus 
saying’ “Saul, Saul why persecut- 
est thou me?” Then we are told, 
“And he said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And the Lord said, I am Jesus 
whom thou persecutest; it is harg 
for thee to kick against the pricks. 
And he trembling and astonished 
said, Lord, what wilt thou have 
me to do? And the Lord said 
unto him, Arise, and go into the 
city, and it shall be told thee what 
thou must do” (Acts 9:5, 6), 


Please consider carefully that 
Saul was here immediately con- 
verted. In fact, there are no 
conversions in the Bible which 
were gradual. There were no 
cases of people saved little by 
little, or saved any other way but, 
instantly. In every case in the 
Bible inquirers were taught to 
put their trust in Christ and be 
saved. Saul had heard Stephen 
preach with great power and we 
may be sure he had heard the 
gospel plainly. Here Saul, with 
a penitent heart, down on his face, 
calleqg Jesus “Lord,” surrendered 
to Him and offered to do.anything 
Jesus wanted him to do. He said, 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
do?” This penitent man who ac- 
cepted Jesus as Sayiour and Lord 
and surrendereq his will to Him, 
here became a Christian. And it 
was here on the Damascus road 
that Paul was born again, “as 
one born out of due time” (I Cor, 
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15:8). So Paul himself declared 
that he was born again when he 
saw Jesus. And now Paul the 
believer, the new convert, blinded, 
is led by the hand to Damascus. 
But strangely enough Paul 
“was three days without sight and 
did neither eat nor drink.” And 
when the Lord went to Ananias 
and told him to come to see Paul 
he said) “Behold he _  prayeth’’ 
(Acts 9:11). But Paul was fast- 
ing and praying for three days 
and nights after he found Christ! 
For what, do you suppose, did 
Paul pray? He was not praying 
for salvation—he already hag that. 
He was not praying for the for- 
giveness of his sins, They were 


already forgiven. And when 
Ananias came to him, he said, 
“Brother Saul, the Lord, even 


Jesus, that appeared unto thee in 
the way as thoy camest, hath 
sent me, that thou mightest re- 
ceive ‘thy sight, and be filled with 
the Holy Ghost” (Acts 9:17). Note 
that Ananias called Saul “Brother 
Saul.” Paul,was a brother Chris- 
tian now. And note that Ananias 
did not say that the Lord haq sent 
him “that thou mightest be saved.” 
No, no, Paul was ‘already saved. 
Ananias was sent to this Christian 
brother that Paul might receive 
his sight “and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost.” 

I know that Paul was praying 
to be filled with the Holy Spirit 
because that is what he got. Let 
me illustrate it by the following 
simple story. 

Once in Dallas, Texas, I sat in 
my study on the second floor of 
the Galilean MBaptist Church. 
Across the street men were paint- 
ing a house. Under the hackberry 
trees that grew outside my window 
I could see the lawn and the first 
story of the house. The upper 
story was hidden by the leafy 
branches. But I saw a man come 
around from the back of the house 
and stand by the front porch and 
lift his face and his hands as if 
he were in prayer. He looked up, 
though I could not see that which 
he saw. He. spoke, but I could 
not hear his words. But suddenly 
from above I Saw a ladder descend. 

_ He ‘seized it with his hands, laid 
it on his shoulders and turning, 
walked around the house and out 
of sight. The man asked an un- 
seen person for something; I could 
not hear what he said, but I know 
what he said. To the man on top 
of the front porch he said, “Hand 
me down the ladder, Bill!’”’, be- 
cause, he took the ladder and went 
on his way satisfied. He got that 
which he requested. Just so, I 
am sure that Paul those three days 
and nights when he fasted and 
prayed, was pleading for the power 
of the Holy Spirit. He had been 
convicted under the mighty 
preaching of Spirit-filled Stephen. 
He had seen dying Stephen stoned 
to death, but with a face like an 
angel’s, and Stephen’s message 
had prickeg his heart ever since. 
Paul wanted to be like Stephen— 
filled with the Holy Ghost! And 
he waited on God until he got 
the blessing he sought. Then 
straightway he arose and was bap- 
tized and began to preach Christ! 

Paul, then, is another example 
of people this side of Pentecost 
who prayed to be filled with the 
Holy Spirit and were filled, in 
answer to prayer. In answer to 
earnest prevailing prayer, Paul 
was endued with power from on 
high, baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. 


5. Paul ang Barnabas Filled With 
the Holy Ghost for Missienary 
Journeys in Answer to 
Prayer 

It is interesting that the people 
who were filled with the Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost were filled 
again with the Holy Spirit the 
same way, when they prayed 

_ again, as recorded in Acts 4:31. 
Just so, we are pleased to find that 
Paul himself was filled with the 
Holy Spirit afresh on another 
Occasion, in answer to prayer. 
_The story’ is told in Acts 13:1-4, 
as follows: 
1 “Now there were in the church 
\ that was at Antioch certain proph- 
\ ets and teachers; as Barnabas, and 
‘Simeon that was called- Niger, and 
‘Lucius of Cyrene and Manaen, 
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which had been brought u 

Herod the tetrarch, ona one a 
they ministered to the Lord, and 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Sep- 
arate me Barnabas and Saul for 
the work whereunto I have called 
them. And when they had fasted 
and prayed, and laid their hands 
on them, they sent them away. So 
they, being sent forth by the Holy 
Ghost, departed unto Seleucia; and 


from thence they sailed to Cy- 
prus.” 


An earnest prayer meeting was 
£0ing on in the church at Antioch. 
Barnabas; Simeon called Niger; 
Lucius of Cyrene: Manaen, and 
the young preacher Paul were 
present. They “ministereg to the 
Lord, and fasted.” ‘The Holy 
Spirit had His pblesseq freedom 
and spoke to them, saying, 
“Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have 
called them.” Is it strange that 
Barnabas and Saul did not im- 
mediately set out on their mis- 
sionary journeys? If they had 
done so, they would not have been 
following the example of the first 
eleven disciples, when they were 
given the Great Commission. Those 
eleven were commanded to tarry 
at Jerusalem until they were en- 
dued with power from on high, 
So Paul and Barnabas, called to 
the great missionary journeys, yet 
stayed and fasted and prayed. 
“And when they haq fasteq and 
prayed, and laid their hands on 
them, they sent them away.” We 
do not know how long the prayer 
meeting continued after they had 
instructions from God but it was 
long enough to involve fasting, 
the missing of meals and perhaps 
the missing of sleep. Then they 
sent them away. 

Or rather the Holy Spirit sent 
them away. “So they, being sent 
forth by the Holy Ghost, departed 
unto Seleucia.” The Holy Spirit 
had filleqd Paul and Barnabas 
afresh. For this is the same kind 
of language as was used about the 
Lord Jesus after He was filled 
with the Holy Spirit. Luke 4:1 
says, “And Jesus being full of the 
Holy Ghost returned from Jordan, 
and was led by the Spirit into the 
wilderness.” The same Holy 
Spirit now filling Paul and Barna- 
bas afresh, led them out on the 
missionary journey, or thrust them 
out. 


As they went on their journey 
we fing that they came to Paphos 
and found a false prophet, and 
Acts 13:9 tells us, “Then Saul, 
(who also is called Paul,) filled 
with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes 
on him, And said, .. .” 

Now surely Bible-believing 
Christians must be impressed with 
the fact that this fullness of the 
Spirit came upon Paul and Barna- 
bas because they ministered to 
the Lord and fasted, and again 
when they had instructions from 
God still they fasted and prayed. 


It is clear, then, that this side 
of Pentecost, just as on the other 
side of Pentecost, people have a 
right to ask for the fullness of 
the Spirit and believe that He 
comes in the power of Pentecost 
in answer to prevailing prayer. 

6. Cornelius and His Household 
Were Filled With the Holy 
Spirit in Answer to 
Prayer 

A remarkable case is that of 
Cornelius, the Roman centurion 
of the Italian band, who was filled 
with the Holy Spirit as soon as 
he was saved. Why, do you sup- 
pose, was he filled with the Holy 
Spirit without a season of waiting 
on God in prayer, after he was 
saved? 

The answer is quite clear, I 
think, if one reads carefully the 
whole story of Cornelius. In Acts 
10:2 we are told that he was “a 
devout man, and one that feared 
God with all his house, which gave 
much alms to the _ people, and 
prayed to God alway.” Even be- 
fore he was saved, Cornelius 
prayed all the time. His heart 
was crying out to God. 

Although God hag not revealed 


Acts 10:30, 31, “Four days ago 
I was fasting until this hour; and 
at the ninth hour I prayeg in my 
house, and, behold, a man stood 
before me in bright clothing, And 
Said, Cornelius, thy prayer is 
heard, and thine alms are had in 
remembrance in the sight of God.” 

Cornelius said, “I was fasting 
until this hour; and at the ninth 
hour I prayed in my house.” Cor- 
nelius had been fasting and pray- 
ing all day, till 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and having had neither 
breakfast nor lunch. How earnestly 
this Gentile man sought God! How 
his heart turned from his sins and 
longed to know how to be saved! 
Surely he considere@ his own way- 
wardness and folly and whether 
or not he was willing to surrender 
his will to God and do the will of 
God. The whole matter of right- 
eousness and pleasing God and 
complete surrender was gone over 
in his mind, no doubt. And the 
ange] said then to Cornelius, “Thy 
prayer is heard!”’ 


You ang I know that it does not 
take days of prayer for one to be 
saved. Throughout the Bible the 
promise is everywhere the same. 
The one who comes to Christ 
even the first time is never cast 
out. One who believes in Christ, 
instantly has everlasting life. 
There is nothing in the Bible to 
encourage anybody to go one full 
minute without’ settling with 
Christ once forever the matter of 
salvation. One who receives Christ 
then has everlasting life. So say 
the Scriptures again and again. 
But God had planned it that it 
is at the name of Jesus that men 
shall bow. He had planned it that 
only by persona] faith in Christ 
are people to be saved not by good 
resolves, not by surrender of the 
will, not by righteous deeds and 
giving alms. All these things 
Cornelius did, and did them with 
all of his heart; not as a Pharisee, 
but with a heart that longed to 
know God and please God. And 
so of course the moment that he 
heard the plan of salvation he 
trusteq Christ and was saved. As 
soon as Peter had said that “who- 
soever believeth in him shal] re- 
ceive remission of sins’ (Acts 
10:43), Cornelius trusted the Lord 
and was saved. But now that 
Cornelius is saved, he has al- 
ready been seeking God. He has 
already had his heart searched. 
He is already glag to do the per- 
fect will of the Father. And so 
he is filled with the Holy Spirit. 
I think that we may properly say 
that all the heart-searching and 
prayer and pleading that had gone 
before had fitted him now to 
make a complete decision and to 
trust the Lord for the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit. We must say 
that the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit in this case was given in 
answer to prayer. It is an un- 
usual case in that the fullness of 
the Spirit came immediately at

Say that the power of the Holy 
Spirit came in answer to the cry 
of his earnest, pleading heart. 


Some people today do not know 
how to simply trust in Christ be- 


cause they have not been enlight- 
ened by the Bible. I have known 
such people to spend days and 
nights in earnest, heart-searching 
prayer, pleading with the Lord 
for salvation. I have known them 
during this period of mourning 
and conviction and praying to give 
up every known sin, to try to find 
and do the will of God about every 
detail of their lives. You and I 
know that these good thoughts 
and good words and good deeds 
and good resolutions do not save 
a soul. But the prayers and tears 
and repentings that go in such a 
time certainly do fit one to do 
the will of God. I have known a 
good many such cases when such 
people who finally learned God's 
simple plan of salvation, by peni- 
tent faith were wonderfully filled 
with the Holy Spirit at the same 
time as their conversion. I have 
known such people to instantly 
become active and powerful soul 
winners, 


In fact, Charles G. Finney’s 
conversion and his baptism of the 
Holy Spirit (for that is what he 
called it) came at about the same 
time. Almost immediately when 
he was assureq of salvation, he 
was filled with the Holy Spirit 
in mighty soul-winning power. 
But no reader of Finney’s auto- 
biography can avoid the conclu- 
sion that the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit came after most

and brokenhearted prayer. 


Cornelius and his household are 
simply another example of people, 
long after Pentecost, filled with 
the Holy Spirit as a result of 
prayer. 

Surely you must be impressed 
with the case of Christians in Acts 
4:31; of Paul in Acts, chapter 9; 
of Paul and Barnabas again in 
Acts, chapter 13, and of Cornelius 
in Acts, chapter 10, all of whom 
were filled with the Holy Spirit 
in answer to their prayers, all 
after Pentecost.

928 Miles in 20 Hours! 


Sunday night, September 26, we 
closed a revival campaign with 
the First Baptist Church, Roa- 
noke Rapids, North Carolina, Rev. 
Gordon L. Price, pastor, The 
first week and a half of the cam- 
paign it seemed imperative that 
I preach to -the Christians. Lit- 
tle by little God broke down the 


spirit of worldliness, sent a 
deep burden on the hearts of 
Christians, and began to bring in 
the backsliders and the wayward. 
The last four or five days a good 
many were being saved’ every 
night, much visitation and soul- 
winning effort was going on, and 
in the closing service Sunday 
night there were about thirty 
people who came to profess faith 
in Christ or who came as back- 
sliders confessing their wordliness 
and sin and coming back to 
Christ. Many, many other Chris- 
tians came forward besides these 
thirty, to rededicate themselves 
to Christ. And that included 
people quitting the movies and to- 
bacco, starting family altar and 
otherwise laying themselves on 
the altar for Christ. 


Among those saved were a good 
many old men and women, heads 
of families and sinners for whom 
the church had prayed for many 
years. When one _ white-haired 
man, past seventy, we suppose, 
came forward, the pastor whis- 
pered to me, “We have been pray- 
ing for him for fourteen years!”’ 
Let me again thank God for the 
fact, proved over and over again, 
that where the preaching is sharp 
and plain against sin, with no 
compromise and no let up, and 
where the preaching is in the 
power of the Holy Spirit and with 
tenderness as well as plainness, 
deep and mighty conviction comes 
upon the people and brings many 
of the oldest and hardest sinners 
to Christ! 

The Sunday evening closed at 
ten minutes past nine. In a mo- 
ment, without waiting to shake 
hands, Mrs. Rice and I and my 
Secretary were in the car. And 
we drove on the road home until 
near 1:00 a. m. We _ spent the 
night in a little Maryland town, 
arose at 6:30 and drove on 
through Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, and part of Illinois, arriving 
at Wheaton at 10:00 p. m. Mon- 
day night. Considering the moun- 
tains we crossed and heavy traf- 
fic through Richmond, Pitts- 
burgh, etc., we felt that God was 
especially good to us to bring us 
home in time for a hard day’s 
work in getting out this paper on 
Tuesday, and to see our loved 
ones again and to try to catch up 
with the many, many duties 
awaiting us here in the office.

domestic liquor consumption, dis- 
regard for God and the rules of 
sobriety and common decency. 
The Lord's name, once held in 
reverence in the family circle, is 
today a familiar household word 
in profanity. Immorality among 
adult members inevitably tends 
toward immoral children. Rapid 
divorce increases, exceeding one 
out of every three marriages, can 
only result in juvenile delinquency. 
Unchecked by 1958 this ratio will 
have reached one out of every two. 
Because of these and other con- 
tributing factors, for wayward 
youngsters, crime begins at home, 
not in a dark alley or a hideout. 

PARENTALLY speaking, the 
trend is incriminating! Young 
criminals are not born, they are 
the products of parental neglect 
or exploitation. God is being 
blocked out of their lives. The 
late Father Flannigan stated a 
truth, “There are no bad boys, 
there are only bad parents.” They 
reming one of the Tennessee 
mother who saved from the burn- 
ing farm shack a few pieces of 
crockery and the featherbed only 
to realize too late that her darling 
baby was in that raging inferno. 
Too many parents are too busy 
gathering up too many pebbles of 
materialism, cocktails and night 
life and are leaving the gems of 
discipline, care and love lie un- 
touched or detailing them to jit- 
terbugging baby sitters. 

Daughters are what their 
mothers are. Sons are what their 
fathers make them. Usually Dad 
is Champion. He is an idol in his 
son's eyes. He ought to be. How 
careful, then, he must be in set- 
ting the pace for that little Master 
of Imitation. Leaving home for 
the tavern, a drunken dag trudged 
through the drifted snow only to 
be stopped cold in his tracks. He 
heard a voice behind him, ‘“‘Daddy, 
your steps are too big for me. 
I'm following in your steps.” It 
sobered him! Righteous-living 
mothers and dads are the need of 
the hour. Parents owe it to their 
children to provide them a rich 
spiritual heritage. 

SPIRITUALLY, the trend can 
be changed! “The immediate 
need,” says Chief Edgar Hoover,

Satan consistently and _  con- 
stantly tries to persuade folks to 
accept substitutes for God’s best 
things. He has convinced many 
that church membership is an 
adequate subtstitute for the new 
birth. Far be it from us to min- 
imize church membership; we 
choose, on the contrary, to mag- 
nify and exalt it. On the other 
hand, we warn against making 
¢hurch membership a_ substitute 
for salvation, against making en- 
rollment in the visible church a 
substitute for enrollment in the 
invisible church and the Lamb’s 
Book of Life. Likewise, Satan is 
at all opposed to baptism in 

y form, provided it is not bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit, and pro- 
vided it is not preceded by the 
new birth. Again, we declare our 
interest in baptism provided it 
succeeds salvation and does not 
displace it. Morality is a most 
commendable thing, all too rare 
among us, and even too little man- 
ifested among Christians in our 
day; a world-wide amorality per- 
vades every land; but let us re- 
member that morality never com- 
mends a sinner to God, and that 
there is none good but God and 
those to whom He has imparted 
His goodness.

is, “Do the best you can.” Yet 
who ever did? And if he did, 
what of it?

“For the life of the flesh is in 
the blood: and I have given it to 
you upon the altar to make an 
atonement for your souls: for it 
is the blood that maketh an atone- 
ment for the soul” (Lev. 17:11). 
“Feed the church of God, which 
he purchased with his own blood” 
(Acts 20:28). “Being now justi- 
fied by his blood, we shall be saved 
from wrath through him” (Rom. 
9:9). We have redemption through 
his blood (Eph. 1:7). “Having 
made peace through the blood of 
the cross” (Col. 1:20), “The blood 
of Jesus Christ, God’s Son, cleans- 
eth us from all sin” (I John 1:7).

Faith in what God hag said, viz., 

“When I see the blood, I will pass 

over you,” gave peace to all faith- 

ful Israelites in Egypt on that 
night of judgment and death, 

Suppose we return to Egypt 
for a few minutes. As we enter 
one home, we find the _ blood 
properly applied to the door posts 
and lintel, the table is set with 
roast lamb, unleavened bread and 
bitter herbs, but no one can eat. 
A spirit of foreboding has fallen 
over the entire household. Every 
now and then a sigh escapes and 
a muffled sob is heard. Nobody 
is happy, everybody is miserable. 

“Why are you not eating the 
Passover Feast which looks so 
delicious and appetizing?” we ask. 
“Oh,” replies the father, “‘do you 
not realize that this is a fateful 
night in Egypt, that the death 
angel is coming through tonight 
to smite the first-born?” “Yes, 
but we saw as we entered your 
home that you had killed the lamb 
and applieq the blood as Moses 
commanded,” . we return. The 
father says, “We love our first- 
born very dearly and are expecting 
a most miserable night. How 
glad we will be when the morning 
comes.” 

We bid the family goodnight, 
and enter the next home. Here, 
too, the blood is at the door. Here, 
too, the feast has been made ready 
and the family is thoroughly en- 
joying itself as it clears the platter 
and lets none of the lamb remain 
until the morning. 

“Friends,” we ask, “why the 
hilarity? Are you not aware that 
the death angel will soon pass this 
way to destroy the first-born?” 
“True,” replies the father, “but 
did you not see the blood upon 
the door as you entered?” “Yes,” 
we add “but your neighbors next 
door are very fearful ang discom- 
fited over this whole affair. How 
do you know that the angel will 
not smite your handsome first- 
born son?” The father smiles 
and instantly replies, “God said, 
“When I see the blood, I will pass 
over you.’ We have simply taken 
God at His word.” 

Which of the two families was 
more secure, number one or num- 
ber two? Neither is more secure, 
but equally secure, because both 
were secured by the blood of the 


lamb, shed and applied. 
Which of the two was happier? 


Anyone can easily see that it is 
the latter. Why? Because they 
were resting in the infallible, un- 
changeable word of God.
